Mead & W hite, was 
shot last n ight an d alm ost in stan tly 
killed by H arry Thaw, a m em ber of 
the prom in en t P ittsburg family, d ur­ 
in g the perform an ce of a m usical ex­ 
travagan za on the roof of the Mad ison 
Square Gard en . 
Mr. W hite d ied be­ 
fore an am bulan ce could be sum m on ­ 
ed , an d Thaw was arrested immed i­ 
ately after the shootin g. 
The Mad i­ 
son Square roof gard en was crowd ed 
with a fashion able aud ien ce. 
W hile 
the gard en 
was echoin g 
with 
the 
laughter an d applause of the aud ien ce, 
a series of shots rattled in the rear of 
the aud itorium an d a man in even in g 
d ress was seen .to fall across a table 
at which he was sittin g with a party 
of frien d s. 
The man who had fired 
the shots fled , pistol in han d , tow ard 
the n earest exit, where he was seized 
an d d isarm ed by police. 
In stan tly the 
great aud ien ce was throw n in to a 
pan ic an d a wild stam ped e occurred , 
d urin g which chairs an d tables were 
overturn ed an d men an d women fought 
with d esp ration to escape from the 
roof. 
The man who was shot was quickly 
id en tified as Mr. W hite, but his assail­ 
an t was n ot positively kn own to be 
Thaw un til after he had been taken 
to the station house. The first in tim a­ 
tion of trouble cam e when , walkin g in 
fron t of his seated victim, the man 
exclaim ed : 
“You’ve d eserved this.

Thaw ’s wife, who 
was Evelyn N esbit. a m em ber of the 
origin al Florod ora sextette, rushed up 
to him. threw her arm s aroun d Thaw 
an d d eclared : 
“I’ll stan d by you, 
H arry.”
